OTTAWA (CP) - A 
government bill to limit capi¬ 
tal punishment for murder won 
approval in principle in the 
Commons Thursday but a 
move to abolish the death 
penalty altogether was re¬ 
jected. 

The government bill, which 
now must receive third lead¬ 
ing and Senate acceptance 
before it becomes law, would 
retain the gallows for slayers 


at policemen and prison 
guards. 

MPs supported the principle 
of the bill Jl4 to 87 in a free 
vote taken after a passionate 
six-day debate on the crucial 
second reading stage. 

♦ * ★ 

The House Immediately 
went into clause-by-clause 
study and three attempts to 
amend the bill were rejected 
in short order. 


The first, by Andrew 
Brewm (NDP-Toronto Green¬ 
wood), was aimed at total 
abolition. Mr. Brewin argued 
it Is "illogical and wrong” to 
give a special class — police 
and prison guards — the 
protection of the death 
penalty. 

This amendment was de¬ 
feated 106 to 37. 

The second amendment by 
Gordon Churchill (PC-Winni- 


peg South Centre) would have 
retained the death penalty for 
the murder of children under 
16. It was rejected 80 to 53.

A third proposal by Eldon 
Wnolliams (PC-Bow River) 
would have made the murder 
of any female punishable by 
death.

The price of the metal fixed 
daily in London has been at its 
top limit for days.

RATE AT $35 

Since the U.S. government is

Monday, the French made 
public their withdrawal from 
the gold pool and the next day 
let It be known that the French 
government was preparing to 
resume exchanging its dollar 
earnings each month for gold. 

The French stopped exchang¬ 
ing their dollars for gold in Oc¬ 
tober, 1966, when their supply of 
dollars dipped below $600,- 
000,000.

CANADA CAN CLAIM with Great Britain a major 
^ - part of the credit for the breaking of the stale¬ 
mate in the Security Council which, after months of 
negotiation and patient persuasion, allows for a 
practical approach to a settlement of the Middle East 
dilemma. 

It was the Canadian ambassador to the United 
Nations, Mr. George Ignatieff, who first suggested last 
July that a special envoy be selected by Secretary 
General U Thant to treat with the two sides in the 
Arab-Israeli dispute. But the proposal was lost in the 
confusion of debate In the General Assembly and was 
not revived until Mr. U Thant resurrected it in 

September. . . , , , . 

Now it is a part of the broad formula for peace 

talks in the troubled area. 

Incidentally, it is another Canadian suggestion 
which appears to have found favor at the United 
Nations for an easing of the tensions in Cyprus: the 
withdrawal of both Greek and Turkish forces from the 
embattled island and a greater degree of control by 
United Nations peace-keeping forces. 

With respect to the Middle East, it was the 
British resolution which finally won, unexpectedly, 
unanimous support in the Security Council. And for 
this achievement the persuasive oratory and good com¬ 
mon sense of Lord Caradon, minister of state for 
foreign affairs and permanent UN representative, must 
be acknowledged. 

He reproved continuing belligerence against the 
Israelis when‘on November 15 he said: “Having 
listened to the speech of the distinguished representa¬ 
tive of Syria, I would only say that a just settlement 
will not be found or facilitated by partisan speeches 
directed not towards finding a basis for peace but to

President de Gaulle of France appears to have 
launched a full scale cold war against the United 
States as well as Britain. 


The aim ostensibly is politi¬ 
cal power. The weapon is a 
cleverly oontrived financial 
manipulation that already hit 
sterling and Is now out to 
bring down the dollar, with its 
Implicit humiliation of the 
United States. 

This is the consensus of 
western diplomats and finan¬ 
ciers in the know. 


They say France, which has 
been conducting an under¬ 
ground campaign for some 
time, has now gone over to all 
out attack an its former key 
allies who two decades ago 
liberated the nation from Nazi 
occupation and later helped it 
toward economic recovery. 

Until now France’s friends 
and allies have kept diplo¬ 
matic silence on the mounting 
campaign manipulated and 
systematically nourished by 
de Gaulle, whose Anglo-Saxon 
phobia is no secret. 

* ★ * 

When de Gaulle cast his 
veto against Britain's entry 
into Europe four years ago 
there was still lingering doubt 
as to his ultimate intentions. 
British and other allied dip¬ 
lomats gave him the benefit 
of the doubt, In the hope he 
would relent and revert to co¬ 
operation within the alliance. 

Then came France’s walk 
out of the military commit¬ 
ments of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization. De 
Gaulle showed the allies the 
door and insisted on a speedy 
American withdrawal from 
French territory altogether. 

* * * 

Some diplomats believe he 
will before long pull exit of 
NATO's political alliance. 

There is little doubt, more¬ 
over, that he will try to keep 
Britain out of Europe despite 
its latest, current effort to 
enter The European com¬ 
munity. 

Sterling devaluation will not 
help Britain to appease 
France's opposition because 
this opposition is motivated 
primarily by political reasons 
to secure the French lead in 
Europe.

Allied experts say the most 
recent moves in the interna¬ 
tional financial sphere reflect 
a French-inspired and led 
assuatt on the other Anglo- 
Saxon currency, the dollar. 

France is denying the

Canada Takes Initiative 
To Dampen Cyprus Crisis 


By DAVE MeEVTOSH, from Ottawa 

Canada is determined to do everything 
possible to prevent any recurrence of the 
ignominious withdrawal of the United Nations 
force from toe Middle East last summer. 

This is why toe government is exerting all 
the diplomatic pressure at its command to 
dampen down the explosive Cyprus situation. 

Prime Minister Pearson Is personally tak¬ 
ing a hand in the negotiations in London while 
External Affairs Minister Martin is working 
here and Canadian ambassadors at the UN, 
Athens, Ankara and Nicosia are button- 
holeing officials to drive home Canadian 
views. 

The UN force was established in Cyprus 
in March, 1964, as almost the personal cre¬ 
ation of Martin. 

★ ★ * 

Martin ordered an RCAF plane to Cyprus 
with Canadian peacekeeping soldiers aboard 
four days before toe force was established 
and then by diplomatic arm-twisting per¬ 
suaded the Scandinavians to follow suit. 

The external affairs department here 

wrote the statement which UN Secretary- 
General U Thant made to announce creation 
of the force. 

The Canadian contribution to the UN force 
now is some 900 soldiers, mainly in a 700-man 
infantry battalion and a 100-man armored 
reconnaissance squadron. 

★ ★ ★ 

Time and again, UN forces have settled 

into their peace-keeping jetos without any 
companion progress being made to solve the 
political situation which gave rise to toe UN 
forces in the first place. 


This is what happened in the Middle East. 
Hie UN force parked on the Israeli-Egyptian 
border for 10 years without any move toward 
a political settlement being made. 

Last May, President Nasser at Egypt sud¬ 
denly ordered withdrawal of the force and 
Thant Immediately complied, much to toe 
consternation of the Canadian government. 

★ ★ ★ 

The UN force went to Cyprus In 1964 
after rioting broke out between the Greek 
and Turkish communities. Greek-Cypriots 
out-number Turkish-Cypriots about 4 to 1. 

A UN mediator for a time tried for a 
political settlement but got nowhere and this 
effort lapsed. 

In the meantime, as many as 12,000 guer¬ 
rillas from Greece have been smuggled into 
Cyprus, a much smaller number from Turkey. 

Fortifications thrown up by both sides 
have grown stronger and deeper. 

★ ★ ★ 

The Canadian troops patrol a particularly 
dangerous area: The boundary of a Turkish 
enclave to the north and west of Nicosia. 

Seven Canadian soldiers have been killed 
patrolling the hairpin turns of the mountain 
trails in armored cars and jeeps. 

The government’s position, though still 
officially secret, amounts to this: 

The Greeks must get back to Greece, the 
Turks to Turkey; fortifications must be tom 
down; powers of toe UN force must be 
strengthened to handle Incidents decisively; 
negotiations must start on a political settle¬ 
ment 

Canada, in short, Is fighting to save not 
only toe situation in Cyprus but the entire 
concept of peacekeeping.

These planes, flown out of 
the country two days before 
the war broke out, have not 
returned, and it was officially 
confirmed recently that 
Jordan would not get the F- 
104. 

Hussein is still out of 
the country on his protracted 
pilgrimage seeking Western 
support for toe Arab moderate 
line against Israel, and It was 
not known what the French 
reaction was to his request 
for military aid. 

Sources here doubted that 
President de Gaulle, currently 
engaged In a campaign to woo 
the Arab states, would raise 
any objections.

In devaluating the pound, 
the British have finally done 
what they should have done 
long age. Devaluation has 
been an unpleasant necessity 
for over a decade. Despite 
Immediate disturbances, the 
long-run effect should be to 
strengthen materially the 
British position in world 
affairs. 

At the old price of 52.80 for 
a pound, British goods have 
not been sufficiently competi¬ 
tive in world markets to 
provide the large export 
surplus needed to pay tor 
imports and overseas ex¬ 
penses. 

★ ★ A 

Chronic balance of pay¬ 
ments deficits and the pre¬ 
carious condition of monetary 
reserves, have shown Httle or 
no signs of lasting improve- 
ment, notwithstanding re¬ 
peated emergency measures. 

Efforts to maintain the 
sagging pound have cost the 
British heavily in terms of 
unemployment, lost produc¬ 
tion, lack of confidence 
throughout th* world in Bri¬ 
tain's financial position, and 
particularly in terms of weak¬ 
ened influence in international 
affairs. 

* ★ ★ 

Since the pound is used by 
much of the world for trade 
and as a reserve backing for 
other currencies, toe decision 
to devaluate was not to be 
taken lightly. 

While t he government 
fought to uphold the pound, the 
drain on monetary reserves 
continued, partly to pay for 
the deficits and partly be¬ 
cause people withdrew their 
money from London fearing 
devaluation. 

★ ★ ★ 

The pound, riding on the 
ragged edge, was unable to 
meet the strain of the Middle 
KasV'crisis - arid closing of toe 
Suez Canal, which added 
greatly to the outflow of 
monetary reserves.

The United 
States wishes to see Britain 
strong and prosperous.

Devaluation of the pound 
sterling is a significant step in 
this direction, and could be a 
turning point in British eco¬ 
nomic and international af¬ 
fairs. It could help restore the 
historic British stature among 
nations. Mo reover, it 
strengthens the chances of 
entry into the European 
Common Market.

Mr. Malthouse said that "as 
far as I know” there will not be 
a 15 per cent hike in rates in 
Victoria, as reported Thuraday 
afternoon. 

"And it has been only hinted 
that those two changes will take 
place, ’* he said. 

"As far as anything else is 
concerned. I’m not aware of it.” 

COVERED BY POOL 

A report said changes in insur¬ 
ance policies would give bad 
riik drivers a greater opportun¬ 
ity to get insurance, but the in¬ 
surance company's risk would 
be covered by a pool within the 
industry. 

"This is all wrong as far as 
I’m concerned,” Mr. Malthouse 
said. 

And his comments were sup¬ 
ported by several Victoria in¬ 
surance officials. 

ONE RATING? 

John Roberts, president of 
the B.C. Insurance Agents’ As¬ 
sociation, said “it is a possi¬ 
bility" that the whole of the 
Island will be under one rating.

U.S. ‘Aberfair 


NEW ORLEANS (UPI) — At 
least 37 heaps of coal waste 
similar to one which engulfed 
Aberfan, Wales, killing 144 
persona, exist in Virginia, West 
Virginia and Kentucky, a U.S. 
Geological Survey geologist said 
Wednesday. 

William E. Davies said four of 
the 37 coal wa6te heaps con¬ 
sidered geological hazards had 
threatened four cities in the 
three states but coal mining 
companies have since made 
them safe. He would not 
disclose locations of the heaps. 
1,500 KNOWN 

Davies said his agency and 
the U.S. Bureau of Mines 
studied 60 coal waste heaps out 
of 1,500 known to exist in the 
Appalachian Mountains follow¬ 
ing the Aberfan disaster. He 
rpfused to disclose the locations; 
of the 37 heaps, saying that this' 
would readily connect them to 


coal companies involved. 

Davies said firms have shown 
'‘interest in expeditiously cor¬ 
recting conditions after unstable 
waste banks have been called to 
their attention." 

He said federal guidelines as 
to the size, location and slope of 
the coal waste piles may result 
from the study, the first of its 
kind.

Under Fire 


MONTREAL (CP) — The Es¬ 
tates General of French Canada 
is expected to give solid approv¬ 
al today to French-Canadians 
claims to "the right to self-de¬ 
termination.’* 

A resolution on self-determi¬ 
nation is the first item of busi¬ 
ness oli today’s agenda of the 
privately-organized forum as¬ 
sembled to study constitutional 
questions. 

OPENING SESSIONS 

Judging by response of dele¬ 
gates at the opening iessions of 
the four-day meeting Thursday, 
the resolution should be passed 
with an overwhelming majority.

Prof. Jacques-Yvan Morin of 
the faculty of law. University of 
Montreal, said French-speaking 
Canadians have discovered a 
right no one can deny them :

Morin said French-speak¬ 
ing Canadians from olu t s i d e 
Quebec often do not share the 
views of French-speaking Cana¬ 
dians in Quebec.

The public net¬ 
work was authorized to collect 
news from all parts of the 
world. 

Ralph B. Cowan (L—York- 
Humbcr) read from a news re-i 
port in which Burke, "the 
CBC’s gorgeous news reader,” 
said the CBC is setting up a 
news service independent of 
other news sources. 

Cowan, a former news¬ 
paper executive, asked why die 
Canadian government intended 
to compete with The Canadian 
Press, the co-operative news¬ 
gathering agency of Canada's 
daily newspapers. 

NO SCOOP 

He said the CBC subscribes to 
the CP news service and he 
never heard of the CBC "scoop¬ 
ing the CP.” 

Miss LaMarsh said she didn't 
think the CBC news should con¬ 
sist of an announcer reading CP 
news stories on the air. There 
was a difference between news 
prepared for the print medium 
and that prepared for radio and 
television. 

Howard Johnston (SC—Oka- 


nagan-Revelstofce) said the CBC 
news is guilty at limes of ina¬ 
si on of privacy. R should gather 
news in a fitting way. 

He suggested the CBC’s 
"blanket mandate" to cover the 
news in any way it sees fit 
should be changed to ensilre it 
does the job with good taste.

One worthwhile refinement is to use 
an accelerator in the heap to speed up 
the fermentation at the waste 
materials; this Is something Wee adding 
yeast to fruit juice and sugar hi the 
making of wine — the fruit juice would 
ferment anyhow to its own good time, 
but it gets going a lot faster when yeast 
is added.

Yesterday we were discussing the 
making of compost — a kind of 
homemade manure or soil conditioner 
— from a pile at autumn leaves raked 
up off the lawn. I outlined a ample 
basic method for rotting down the 
leaves; today I would like to elaborate 
a bit. 

First, it is a mistake to think that 
only tree leaves can be used in a 
compost heap. Any organic matter can 
go into the heep, and aa a matter of 
fact, the greater variety of material* 
used, the better will be the resulting 
compost Yon can add lawn mowings, 
pea and bean vines, carrot tops and 
potato peeltogs from file kitchen, meat 
scraps, egg shells, and even the dust 
and fluff from toe vacuum cleaner.

Another useful trick is to cover the 
heap, once it is feffly made, with a h*g 
sheet of black plastic. Just aa with a 
manure pile in the open, much of toe 
goodness in a compost can be leached 
away by winter rains; the plastic 
covering matatetos the heap in on 
evenly moist condition without toe 
materials ever becoming sodden. Clear 
plastic, works well, but black plastic 
traps and conserves toe heat of toe sun 
in the heap and tends to keep it working 
even through froaty weather. 

Manure can be a very valuable 
addition to any compost heap, and 
unlike manure for the garden, it 
needn't he well rotted. In fact, toe 
fresher it is. the more heat it will 
contribute to toe heap, along with 
nutrients, hormones, enzyme* and 
animal glandular products most valu¬ 
able for healthy plant growth. Any kind 
of manure may be added — hone, cow, 
sheep, pig or fowl.

There are several of these compost 
accelerators available in the garden 
shops and from catalogue seedsmen. 
One English preparation is called 
Fertosen — I understand it is an 
inoculant for introducing the right kind 
of bacteria into toe heap. Another 
preparation, originally English but now 
being manufactured o n Vancouver 
Island, Is Alginure Compost Activator, 
made from seaweed, and it is claimed 
that a two-pound fin. costing 89 cents, is 
enough to make one ton of ripe compost. 

I heard a most Interesting report 
recently from an experimental oper¬ 
ation in B.C. comparing these and other 
compost accelerators. It was found that 
the use of BOTH Fertosan and Alginure 


One common mistake, though, to to 
keep on addhig fresh material to the 
same heap indefinitely, putting mere on 
as toe heap shrinks. In thki way, when 
toe time comes to use the compost, 
6ome of it will be too fresh and some 
too well rotted. It is better to make a 
clean cut-off when the heap reaches a

Death Bill Over Hurdle 


OTTAWA (CP) — A 
government bill to limit capi¬ 
tal punishment for murder won 
approval in principle in the 
Commons Thursday but a 
move to abolish the death 
penalty altogether was re¬ 
jected. 

The government bill, which 
now must receive third read¬ 
ing and Senate acceptance 
before it becomes law', would 
retain the gallows for slayers 


of policemen and prison 
guards. 

MPs supported the principle 
of the bill 114 to 87 in a free 
vote taken after a passionate 
six-day debate on the crucial 
second reading stage. 

★ ★ ★ 

The House immediately 
went Into clause-by-clause 
study and three attempts to 
amend the bill were rejected 
in short order. 


The first, by Andrew 
Brevvin (NDP-Toronto Green¬ 
wood), was aimed at total 
abolition. Mr. Brewin argued 
it is "illogical and wrong" to 
give a special class — police 
and prison guards — the 
protection of the death 
penalty. 

This amendment was de¬ 
feated 106 1o 37. 

The second amendment by 
Gordon Churchill (PC-Winni- 


peg South Centre) would have 
retained the death penalty for 
the murder of children under 
16. It was rejected 80 to 53.

A third proposal by F.ldon 
Woolliams (PC-Bow River) 
would have made the murder 
of any female punishable by 
death. It was defeated 87 to 
49. . 

A wild cheer broke from 


abolitionists as results of the 
main vote were read. 

A free vote on a total 
abolition bill was defeated 
April 5, 1966, by a vote of 143 
to 112. However, the Liberal 
government has commuted 
every death sentence to come 
before it. 

There hasn't been an execu¬ 
tion since Dec. 11, 1962, when
